Nestled quietly in De- 
Kalb County, 15 miles south 
of Scottsboro on South Sauty 
Creek, is one of Alabama’s 
most enchanting sights, 
Widely known in the past 
as a place where defeated 
political candidates from 
the governor’s race on 
down gathered to lick their 
wounds, Buck’s Pocket is 
more recently becoming an 
interesting tourist attrac- 
tion for Alabama visitors. 
Without hesitation, itcanbe 
said that no other spot in 
this state is as breath- 
takingly beautiful as 
800 foot deep gorge 
runs ten miles along 
top of Sand Mountairs, 

About the only uncom- 
plimentary thing that canbe 
said about Buck’s Pocket 
is the difficulty in getting 
there. The roads, es- 
pecially during dry sum- 
mer months, are about as 
dusty as any in the state, 
But once you get there you 
will agree that the trip is 
worth the effort, 

Picnic lunches woulda 
definitely be in order for 
Buck’s Pocket. Huge siabs 
of rock jetting out in all 
directions make excellent 
eating places and local citi- 
zens have built bar-b-que 
pits to cook on, Another 
must is a camera. You will 
see some of Alabama’s 
finest scenery as you gaze 
across to the mountain on 
the other side and to the 
backwaters of Guntersville 
Dam as they ripple to with- 
in one or two miles of the 
Pocket. There is excellent 
fishing and boating avail- 
able on these waters too. 

Many stories have 
come out of Sand Mountain 
concerning the way Buck’s 
Pocket got its name. Some 
say that years ago there 
were thousands of deer in 
this area and Indians would 
stampeed them off the 800 
foot cliff into what they 
called a ‘‘Buck’s’’ pocket. 
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who lived in the 


farmer 
gorge, his name was Buck 


called the area 
where his cattle grazed 
his “‘pocket’’,,.thus the 
name ‘‘Buck’s Pocket,”’ 

No matter how it came 
by its name the beauty is 
still there and will always 
be available to those 
travelers whoare willing to 
brave a little dust so they 
can cast their eyes on a 
creation that took thou- 
sands of years to makeand 
one that will last in their 
memory for as longas they 
live.

*Also,’’ Brown continued, 
“we have improved our position 
within the peanut trade, secured 
some modest increases in sup- 
port prices, and have reduced 
the chance of acreage reduc- 
tions, The possibility of reduc- 
ing our acreage comes up again 
and again because we are in- 
creasing yields, We have to sell 
this increase as well as what 
we are already growing. 

“We think there is a good 
chance to sell some of the crop 
overseas, And, if we can keep 
getting our quality up we may 
even get better prices at home. 

“Frankly,” Brown conclud- 
ed, “we think we are doing our 
part to help ourselves and the 
economy in this area, Too, we 
are asking citizens in this sec- 

tion to do their part by eating 
peanuts and peanut products and 
urging their friends and neigh- 
bors to do the same,”

Young 4-H cooks are 
taking a new look at an old 
art; bread making, The tan- 
talizing aroma of freshly a 
baked bread has never lost 
its appeal, they find, and 
homemade bread is still a 
special kind of treat. 

At least that is what 


more than a_ half-million 
4-H Club members believe 
who participate in the Na- 
tional 4-H Bread program 
sponsored by Standard 
Brands.

Bill To Increase 
Assistance To 


Service Orphans 


Orphans of service- 
men, who were killed or 
died of permanent disabili- 
ties resulting from past 
wars or hostile actions, 
such as those in Viet Nam, 
would receive higher 
monthly benefits while at- 
tending college under a bill 
cospuiisored in the Senate 
by Senator John Sparkman, 

Sparkman is scheduled 
to confer today with Senator 
Ralph Yarborough, Chair- 
man of the Veterans’ Af- 
fairs Subcommittee of the 
Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee, on the 
possibility of scheduling 
hearings soon on this bill, 

The Alabama Senator 
said that he feels that bene- 
fits under the War Orphan’s 
Educational Assistance Act 
of 1956, have not kept pace 
with rising costs of educa- 
tion. 

Under existing law, or- 
phans of veterans receive 
$110 a month during four 
years of higher education 
or special training. 

Sparkman stated _ that 
today the average monthly 
cost of higher education is 
$174 in public institutions 
and $263 in private insti- 
tutions, 

Studies conducted in this 
area indicate that service- 
men’s orphans generally 
come from families with 
incomes lower than that of 
the average family with 
both parents alive.
